BY THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA|

which had evidently belonged to a lady 
of exalted rank. There were allk 
dresses by the score, and- articles of 
lingerie* woven of the most delicate 
fabrics, costumes and coats, and hats 
and furs of the costifest descriptions. 
There were, too, I#erdlly hundreds of ' 
fans and other articles, including many | 
pieces of expensive silk ‘and brocades 
for making up into dresses. The whole | 
collection, a little bit dragged, it must 
be admitted, was announced for sale 
the following week. But the name of 
the owner was kept a profound secret, 
and it was some time before it leaked 
out that it was none other than the 
Princess Loulse of Belgium, wife of | 
Prince Philip of Coburg. The princess’ | 
adventurous career, including her in- 
carceration in a madhouse and her es- 
cape from it some/three years ago, is 
as well-known in America as in Burope. 


How Her Dresses Were Pawned. 


How the princess’ dresses found their 
way to the Vienna Dorotheum is, how- 
ever, a new story in the Coburg family 
history. It dateg back some ten years 
ago when the royal owner, then staying 
at Monte Carlo, became hard up and 
was forced to pawn her surplus wear: 
ing apparel to some Jewish money 
lenders. And finally after all those 
years the princess’ dresses tound. their 
way to Vienna, where they were ex- 
posed to public auction within half a 
mile of the stately palace o: the Co- 
burgs. The money lenders had appealed 
to Prince Philip to repay the amount 
they had advanced, calculating upon his 
doing so in order to escape the disgrace 
of seeing his wife’s wardrobe exposed 
to public view. But the prince is noth- 
ing if not obstinate, and refused to 
part with any money, although at one 
time less than thirteen thousand dol- 
lars would have settled it. But through 
the intervention of an exalted person- 
age the sale was postponed, and it now 
transpires that the emperor himself in- 
tervened to prevent this last scandal. 
He sent for the prince and talked to 
him very seriously, but the prince is 
reported to have kept his purse strings 
tight, and in the end his majesty paid 
the whole amount out of his own pock- 
et and thus ended the affair. 

In the course of the year the “Doro- 
theum"” has many interesting sales. Not 
long ago Princess Melanie Metternich 
sent her priceless collection of old fur- 
niture, antiques, pictures and porcelain, 
which realiged very large sums. 


Effects of King Alexander. 


But more interesting than any auc- 
tions of late years were those of the 
effects of the ill-fated King Alexander 
of Servia and his not much happier 
father, King Milan. All the household 
goods and personal belongings of Ser- 
Via's assassinated king and queen 
were brought from the konak in Bel- | 
grade to be sold in Vienna. To these 
were added the furniture of King Milan, | 
who died in Vienna. The collection at- 
tracted buyers from all parts of En- 
rope, and many Americans, too. It 
filled all the available space in the 
“Dorotheum,’’ and required nearly a 
fortnight to diapose of. 

The “Dorotheum” is a great public 
utility.

They also re- 
leased a quantity of jewelry which the 
strenuous commissary had seized from 
several of the banker’s woman friends, 
on the ground that the gems represent- 
ed property paid for with depositors’ 
money. 

Muller, who is 37 years old, and was 
formerly a military officer at Bremen, 
is known among his comrades as the 
“‘poet-commissary,” ag he has dabbled 
in literature and written four or five 
books and plays. One of his plays, 
called “Locomotive Engineer Klassen.” 
is shortly to be produced at a Berlin 
theater. He has been an earnest and 
successful police official, hig superiors 
say, and his eccentricities in the Fried- 
berg case are ascribed to overwrought 
nervous condition brought on by his 
excessive zeal and sleepless labors. He

The answer of the average man would 
be In the negative, but Mr. Frederick 
Hovenden says it is possible. and is 
prepared to prove wy experiments that 
not only can the invisible be photo- 
graphed, but that the results can be 
reproduced by means of the cinemato- 
graph. 

Mr. Hovenden, besides 
president of the London institution, ts 
&@® fellow of the Physical] Society of 
London, a fellow of the Geographical 
Society .a fellow of the Linnean So- 
clety, and a fellow of the Royal Mi- 
croscopical Gociety. He has agreed to 
give four lectures on “A Study of the 
Principles of Nature” at the London 
institution, and in the course of these 
lectures he hopes to prove to the satis- 
faction of a critical audience the truth 
of the following statements: 

1. That electricity, heat, and ether are 
the same thing, and consist of a fluid 
which if properly illuminated, will be 
visible to the naked eye. 

2. That it is possible to take cine- 
matograph pictures of the invisible. 

3. That the ordinary human being ex- 
hales electricity or ethers through the 
pores of the skin at the tips of the 
finger. 

4. That photographs of this. electri- 
city, which, unless specially iJuminated 
ig invisiMie, can be taken and repro- 
duced by the cinewetograph.

The Removal of Certain Liquor 
Law Restrictions Has Changed 
Franee Into Ome of the 
Most Drunken Nations 
in Europe. 


Paris, March |4.—France has also a 
Grink problem, and a reform bill is 
now before the senate. There is prac- 
tically free ttade in public houses oF 
wine shops, which has led to the ex- 
istence of 3,000 in Paris alone—one for 
every eighty inhabitants. When France 
was only a wine-drinking country lIt- 
tle harn: was done, but in recent years 
beer has been in growing favor, and 
absinthe and other strong spirits have 
led to alcoholism. The scientists and 
reformers took up the gtudy of alcohol-

According to the latest available offi- 
cial returns, there are in France 500,- 
000 debits de boissons, in other words, 
public houses. These must not be con- 
founded with the many residential ho- 
tels and the thousands of cafe-restau- 
rants. The distinction is that the debits 
de boissons exist solely for the supply- 
ing of drink, chiefly !Intoxicating liq- 
uors. To find the reason of the ab- 
normal growth of these establishments 
we must go back to !680. In that year 
a law (perhaps dictated by a hatred of 
everything dppertaining to the imperial | 
regime) removed certain liquor law re- | 
stricttons which had existed under the | 
second empire. What nas been the re- 
sult? Drinking shops have sprung up 
everywhere, and from being perhaps | 
the soberest nation in Europe France, 
threatens to degenerate into one of the |

Growth of “The Trade.” 


Between (1860 and 1879 the increase in | 
public houses wag 4 per cent, since 
1880 the increase has been 22 per cent. | 
And no wonder! As the law now stands 
any French citizen who has not casier 
judiciaire, is of age, and has paid his 
military debt may become a4 debitant 
with as little formality ag would be re- 
quired for setting up in England a8 @ 
grocer or a butcher. 

The anti-alcoholic groups of the two 
chambers, including men IHke Charles 
Dupuy, Ribot, Siegfried, the veteran 
Rerenger, Mexime Lecomte and de La- 
marzelle have long fought for a re- 
form of the French licensing law. But 
hitherto they have not been able to 
accomplish anything very remarkable. 
They have had to combat vested inter- 
ests, public apathy and, what is still 
mor deadly for the cause they have at 
Feart indifference on the part of suc- 
cessive governments. Where licensing 
reform is concerned a policy of neu- 
tralitvy has always been a good polit- 
ical card for any French cabinet to 
play. 

Monsieur Cailaux the present minis- 
ter of finance probably voiced a com- 
monly held opinion when he said in the 
chamber some time sgago that while 
absinthe might be a soocial evil, it 
was, at any rate, a source of consid- 
erable revenue to the state, and that 
he, therefore, saw no reason for sup- 
pressing its sale. 

The Tax on Alcohol. 


Already, in 1901, a section of the par- 
liamentarians of the day felt that they 
must do something towards the dis- 
couraging of the consumption of al- 
cohol, for the leading French scientists 
and philanthropists were crying aloud 
for some measures to lessen the evil 
of drunkenness. Parliamentary inter- 
vention took the form of a differen- 
trating excise tariff. Alcohol of a cer- 
tain fixed standard strength and sold 
retail had up to this paid a duty of 
about $14 per hectolitre (about twenty- 
two English gallons), while in respec 
to wine sold retail the cafetiere or 
debitant paid by way of excise duty 
two-tenths of the “prix de vente.” By 
the law of 190} the duty on all spirits 
was increased to $2/i per hectolitre, 
while that on wine was fixed at 30 
cents per hestolitre. 

As had been anticipated, the altera- 
tion of the excise duty led to a large 
increase in the consumption of the less 
harmful wine, while, as indicated by 
the revenue returns there was a 
marked falling off in the sale of spir- 
its. But there was this corollary: 
Illicit distillation increased, and the 
market was flooded with spurious 
brands of fine champagne, and even of 
absinthe, which were little bettér than 
poisons thinly disguised. The decerase 
in the duty on spirits made a hole in 
the budget, but this, to a large extent, 
was compensated for by the imposition 
of a series of petty taxes, and it is 
deubtful if in the long run the revenue 
suffered at all by this apparently rash 
flinging away of millions for the public 
weal 


Repressive Schemes. 


Presently it dawned upon those re- 
sponsible for this important legislative 
step that they had not gone far enough 
ir. seeking to combat the evil of in- 
temperance, and their next effort was 
in the direction of mild repression. 
The methods of England, America, 
Sweden and Norway were studied 
amongst others. Two rival schools of 
temperance reformers arose in France; 
one pleaded for the total suppression 
Gt all bars privately conducted and for 
the nationalization of the liquor trade; 
the other suggested a gradual reduc- 
tion in the number of debits. Based 
upon this latter view, a bill was in- 
troduced into the senate by M. Beren- 
Ker, who was supported by many col- 
leagues of differing political princi- 
ples. This was eight years ago, and 
until the other day it had remained 
shelved and almost forgotten. But 
your French politician ig full of sur- 
prises and when he acts, acts quickly. 
thus it was that a few days ago the 
bill was suddenly dragged forth from 
its cupboard, the accumulated dust and 
cobwebs removed, and in the course of 
one afternoon its twelve short clauses. 
were passed practically without amend- 
ment, A second reading was ordered, | 
and this was to have taken place two 
days later. It did not, and no one 
knows when it will, or when the bill 
will finally emerge from the senate to 
be submitted to the chamber of depu- 
ties for approval. 

As it now stands, the bill is brief and 
Dusinessiiicee. Its one fundamenta! prin. 
ciple is the gradual limiting of debits 
and the placing of them on a population 
basis.

This would not include debts where wine 
and beer alone are sold. These the pro 
posed measure will not affect, as it aims 
solely at the diminution of the consump- 
tion Of spirits. The bill not including ex- 
propriation in its clauses, it followa that, 
were it to be put in force tomorrow, 
years must elapse before its beneficial 
influence could be appreciably evident. 
It provides that in the event of the death 
of a holder of a retailer’s Mcense or 
“patente,” or of hig becoming insolvent, 
Or being convicted of a criminal of- 
fense, his license shall lapse, his prem- 
lses be closed, and no fresh license 
granted for them, 
Plea for a State Monopoly. 

M. Berenger, who sees a connection 
between the number of debits in exist- 
ence and the amount of alcoho] con- 
sumed, hopes that restrictive legislation 
on the lines of his bill will ultimately 
have the effeot ardently desired by all 
well-wishers of France of satisfactorily 
settling the national drink problem. But 
on this point there is a divrgence of 
views, especially amongst members of) 
the senate. M. Maxime Lecomte argue3, 
and perhaps rightly, that the Berenger 
bill ts not stringent enough. On the 
principle that desperate diseases cal] for 
desperate demedies, he maintains that 
the country cannot afford to temporise 
while the flower of its manhood is being 
destroyed. “If we cannot abolish drink 
altogether,” he says, “then let it be made 
a state monopoly. That will at least be 
a safeguard against the dangers of 
adulteration. France already controls 
the sale of matches, tobacco and playing 
cards. Why not go a step further and 
include in the category the gale of spir- 
its?” He feara that the gradual lessen- 
ing in the number of public houses will 
not do much good, that the eliminating 
of the strugghing debitant will only lead 
to the centralizing of the liquor trade 
in the hands of a few individuals backed 
by capital, and that France may see her 
humble debits “replaced by the gin pal- 
aces of Mnglend and America.” 

M. de Lamarzelle, another senator who 
supports the measure, is, as far aa the 
sale of absinthe is concerned, an uncom- 
promising prohibitionist. In a chat I 
had with him the other day, he affirmed 
60 per cent of the spirituous liquors sold 
in France at the moment were little bet- 
ter than poisons. In support of his con- 
tention he related a conversation he had 
had with a prominent French distiller, 
This latter had suggested to the retail 
trade that in the process of rectification 
the quality of certain spirits laregly in 
demand by the public might be improved, 
or at all events made ‘ess harmful, ata 
small extra cost. But the debitantse 
would not listen to the suggestion. 
Their clients, they said, had long been 
accustomed to paying a certain price for 
thede ‘ipetit verre,” and any augmenta- 
tion of this would be disastrous to the 
trade. The government commissioner in 
the senate, charged with the piloting of 
M. Berenger’s bill, has refused to accept 
M. de Lamarzell’s amendment, and the 
latter hag decided that if the govern- 
ment will not listen to him, he will exer- 
cise his partMamentary right and intro- 
duce a fresh measure nationalizing the 
Hquor traffic and prohibiting the sate of 
absinthe in any form.

OF ANARCHISTS 


No Fewer Than 3,800 Reside 
In That City 


The Bulk of Them Are Dreamers, 
Speechmakers and Writers, 
Others Organize Revolution- 
ary Plots Abroad—Their 
Aims, 


Special Cable. 

London, March !|4.—At the present time 
there are no fewer than 3,800 anarchists 
in London, all well known to the police. 
The bulk of them are the dreamers, 


philosophers, epeechmakers, and writers 


of the movement. Some of them ever 
bomb-throwing policy; 
though they allow that an anarchist is 
entitled to take what course he pleases. 

Others again organize revolutionarv 
plots abroad. Many an anarchist atroc- 
ity which has startled the world has 
been planned in the neighborhood of 
Soho and Tottenham court road. 

People are often puzzled to know what 
anarchists, aim at, aside from the mere 
wanton destruction of human life and 
property. “Please govern me as little as 
possible,’’ wrote a famous jurist not long 
ago. Carry that to its extreme, and 
say “I won't be governed at all,” and 
you get the anarchist creed. 

He ie at open war with any and every 
authority which restricts his license to 
do whatever he pleases, when he pleases, 
and how he pleases. He is anti-mon- 
archist, anti-republican, anti-suffragist. 
He calls for free contracts on a bisis 
of equality between man and man, sub- 


|} ject to repudiation or revision at any 
moment. He says all land and all cap- 
ital belongs to all society, and is there- 
fore common property. That, soctety 
| may obtain possession of its own under 


ithis wild freedom of the individual, ell

With human nature perfected and 
beautified, with every man not only‘good 
and wise, but equally good and wise, tha 
unfettered liberty of the individual 
would mean the millennium, because 
everybody would act toward his neigh- 
bor with perfect goodness and perfect 
justice. 

But human nature being what it Is, a 
jumble and weiter of good and bad and 
middling, of selfishness and sacrifice, of 
wisdom and folly, of knowledge and ig- 
norance, personal liberty must be sub- 
ject to restrictions and limitations, and 
that is the happiest and most prosperous 
people whose system of government al- 
lows the widest liberty within the just- 
est laws. 

It ig the wide Itberties of England 
which makes it possible for 3,800 an- 
archists to shelter in London, England 
allows the widest possible liberty even 
to them. Here they are not hounded 
down for their opinions; they are not 
punished when they come in actual] con- 
flict with the law. But even in Eng- 
land, if the initiative anarchist deter- 
mined on assassination or bompb threw- 
ing, it would be practically impossibie 
to prevent him. Though he may be a 
member of an anarchist group, more 
often than not other members of the 
group do not know what he is going 
to do, 

Many of the papers circulating among 
anarchists in London and elsewhere tell 
how bombs may be manufactured; and 
with a bomb or an infernal machine in 
his pocket society hag no defence against 
him. Hundreds of public buildings in 
London are at his mercy. The move- 
ments of our statesmen and great cap- 
italists are more or less public. Yet an- 
archist outrages are very rare, and this 
may be accepted as the anarchist tribute 
that our laws are in general the justest 
in the world.

14.—Nature does many 
strange things, but she seidom turnsa 
night watchman into an epic poet. Yet 
that’s what she has done in the case 
of Daniel Scanlon !Fitzgerald, late of 
Chicago, U. S. A., and now of London. 
Although the epic poetry was an after- 
thought of hig life—his activity in that 
line being confined to the five years 
just passed—Fitzgerald, who is 60 years 
old, has turned out a raft of stuff that, 
in quantity, if not In quality, would do 
credit to a Milton or a Homer, and the 
end is not yet. Roughly estimated his 
literary production weighs several hun- 
dredweight— that is the only satisfac- 
tory way to compute it. 

For this really extraordinary effusion 
Chicago must answer. The wonderfu! 
growth pn city awakened the latent 
genius and kindled the smouldering fires 
of the poet within the humble laborer. 
So thankful has he been ever since that 
his chef-d’oeuvre is an epic of Chicago 
which he has entitled “The Peerless 
Progress of the Wonderful City.” In 
this he has in 35,000 lines drawn at- 
tention to a few of the glories of the 
Windy City. A reading of this astound- 
ing piece of work not only confirms all 
that the most enthusiastic of Chicago- 
ans ever thought about hig home town, 
but goes him several better. It is hard 
to see, after listening to Fitzgerald’s 
glowing description of @he Illinois city, 
how he ever left it. He believes, how- 
ever, that in only penning 35,v00 lines 
he has slighted Chicago in some par- 
ticulars, and that real justice cannot 
be done under 10,000 or IH!1,000 more. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has brought mathe- 
matics to bear on his brain output, 
and he told me when I called wpon 
him in the little ro®d}m on the  0out- 
skirts of the city, where he makes his 
home, that each! page of his manuscripts 
measured 17 by !7 inches. 

“There are seven lines to .the inch,” 
he went on. .“That makes 119 lines to 
the page, written plainly and fairly, so 
that any man can read.” I was tempt- 
ed to continue the computation and 
determine how long the whole lot would 
keep Mr. Fitzgerald’s room warm if 
fed to the fire that burned in the grate, 
but that would assuredly be carrying 
mathematics too far. 

The new epic poet, up to the time the 
lyric spirit méved him, was content to 
make his living variously, first ag a 
stenographer, then as a bookkeeper, and 
finally as a night watchman. Then he 
was too busy to write, but since he has 
“taken up’ poetry he has been too 
busy to work. He has even been too 
busy to look for a publisher for alj his 
output. The ‘all going out and nothing 
coming in” style of Hving is all very 
fine, but it can’t last forever, and it 
seems that Fitzgerald has reached the 
bottom of his purse. Much as he would 
like to finish his various lyrical efforts 
he gays he fears he will have to return 
to work. 

But the poet has not surrendered his 
gifted pen, however temporarily, with-

It is due to the fail- 
ure of Andrew Carnegie, an author him- 
self, to recognize the light of genius 
when it glowed close enough to him to 
scorch his nose. Recently Fitzgerald 
wrote to the fironmaster, enclosing 
specimens of his work and prayed that 
some of the Pittsburg millions should 
be used in fostering the arts. Incident- 
ally, Fitzgerald mentioned that he was 
perfectly willing to be patronized if Mr. 
Carnegie saw fit to approach the arts 
through him. Furthermore, the poet 
promised the Scotch-American immor- 
tality by including him in “The Dts- 
tinguished Galaxy,’’ a pretentious prose 
work on “‘the chief and leading lights 
and celebrities of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.” But Mr. Carnegie didn’t even 
nibble at the tempting bait. 

As a specimen of what the annoying, 
intruding necessity of earning a living 
has interrupted, I have selected the fol- 
ling from Mr. Fitzgerald’s wonderful 
mass of poetry. Let me say that the 
subject of this slight appreciation ig es- 
sentially a poet of sentiment. «se ma-~- 
jority of his shorter productions are 
love songs and their nature may be 
judged from the titles. “How I Spent 
Delightful Hours,” “Beware, | Sweet 
Maid,” “The Angel of Hope, The 
Maid of the Vale,’ are some of them.

Versailles, Ky. March 14.—Three 
barns in Woodford county and one 
just across the line in Scott, were 
burned early today by a party of 
masked men. The men .were on horse- 
back and in buggies, the party num- 
bering not more than fifty. A num- 
ber of shots were fired but as far as 
known nobody was hurt. 

The barns destroyed were the prop- 
erty of: George* Strange, on the Har- 
ris estate, near Midway; MHardin 
Kogers, on the Tucker place in Scott 
county; Captain James Williams, for- 
mer owner of the race horse Rams 
Horn, at Spring Station; George Grad- 
dy, on the field turnpike, 

The men came from the direction of 
Scott county. They cut all telephone 
wires and the amount of damage done 
is not yet known. 

Governor Willson and a party of leg- 
islators were returning from Lexing- 
ton to Frankfort on a trolley car and 
tan through the party of night riders 
without knowing it near McKees 
Cross roads. 

Sheriff Started in Pursnit. 


Lexington, Ky., March 14.—The “night 
riders’’ also set fire to the barn of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Pepper today. No tobacco 
was destroyed, the crops having been 
sold out. Preparations were being made 
for another crop, and that fact is sup- 
posed to have led to the fire. The men 
fired itheir revolvers and _ traveled 
rapidly. 

Sheriff John B. Wynne was notified, 
and started in pursuit, but as both he 
and Graddy, who accompnied him, were 
considerably behind the “riders” they 
were unable to ascertain more than the 
route they took in leaving.

Rockefeller Also Says Sentiment Is 
Growing Not Only in the United 
States, but in England—He 
Saye He Has Never 
Touched Liquor 
im His Life. 


Augusta, Ga. March 14.—(Specia!.)— 
No whisky has ever touched the lips of 
John D. Rockefeller, according to 4a 
statement made by the oll magnate in 
discussing prohibition here today. 

‘“T am an old man,” said Mr. Rocke- 
feller, “Dut I am proud to say that Il 
never touched whisky in my life.” 

Rockefeller for Prohibition. 

Going on to discuss the question of 
prohibition, Mr. Rockefeller sald that 
he favors it, as it Keeps liquor from 
the negroes and the vicious class of 
whites.’ At least prohibition makes It 
more difficult to get whisky, and, 

“IT know there are many problems to 
be considered in connection with this 
great question, tut fn the end [| think 
it will be best for Georgia. It uplifts 
the people, strengthens them, teaches 
fhem to save. It is best.” 

Anti-Liquor Sentiment, 

“The prohibition sentiment,’ said Mr. 
Rockefeller, “is growing not only In the 
United tSates, but in Great Britain as 
well. Parliament is now considering a 
license bill which will greatly reduce 
the number of saloons. I think that 
the anti-liquor sentiment is gteadily 
gaining ground in the United States. 
The saloon seems to me to be doomed.”

Giuseppe Alia, Convicted of 
Murdering Father Leo, Tries 
to Break Jail 


TRUSTYS THROAT CUT 
BY CONDEMNED SLAYER 


Denver, Colo., March 14.—An attempt 
Was today made by Giuseppe Alia, the 
condemned murderer of Father Leo 
Heinrichs, to escape from the county 
‘jail where he has been ynder heavy 
guard day and night. He made use of 
a razor blade, with which 
the neck of a “trusty” who was clean- 
ing his cell, and made a rush to get 
away. 

The “trusty,” despite his cut, rushed 
after Alia and pinioned him, and he 
was quickly overpowered, with the help 
of Deputy Warden Carpen. 

The “trusty” has a wound two and a 
half inchces long on his neck, but as 
the jugular vein is not severed, he 
will recover. 

In the Cell of the Condemned. 


When returned to the jail after his 
conviction on Thursday, Alia was 
stripped of everything, and a complete, 
new outfit was given him, except nis 
socks. These were turned inside out, 
examined, and returned to him. Alia 
was then placed in the cell for the con- 
demned, which had been thoroughly 
swept and cleaned, and supplied with 
new bedding. This cell had been occu- 
pied by an Italian named Brunetti, who 
accompanied Alia to Denver from New 
York and has been held since the assas- 
sination of Father Leo as a suspect and 
possible witness. 

After Alia’s conviction Burnetti w1s

removed to another part of the jail, and 
ithe cell he had occupied was then made 
‘ready for the condemned man. Brunct- 
(ti was released from jail last night, 
‘and as he passed Alia’s cell he spoke to 
ithe condemned man in Italian.

| where to look for it when he passed

Alia Has Confederates. 
| Michael Brunetti this afternoon de- 


‘nied positively that he had any knowl- 
edge of how Alia obtained the razor. 
Sheriff Alexander Nisbet and the po- 
lice, however, are c@nvinced by this in- 
cident that Alia has confederates and 
that they belong to an organization.

FIVE MEN WERE DROWNED

Ashland, Ky., March 14.—Five men 
were drowned here today. The towboat 
Boaz, which left Pittsburg Tuesday 
morning for Cincinnati with twelve 
coalboats, sixteen barges, three fuel- 
boats and a crew of about thirty-five 
men, ran into a heavy fog early today 
at Catlettsburg, and, being unable to 
tie up. finally struck an exposed pier 
of the proposed Ashliand-Ironton 
bridge, one mile below this city.

WADE BY POPE 


New Canon Forbids Civil Mar-} 
riage to Homan Catholics. 


PRIEST AND TWO WITNESSES 


Must Take Part to Make Marriage 
Valid—Marriages Performed by 
Civil Officials or Protestant 
Ministers Will Be Re- 
garded as Invalid. 


New York, March !4.—In accordance 
with the decree of Pope Pius X, of 
last August, Archbishop Farley sent 
a letter today to the rectors of all 
the Roman Catholic churches in this 
city explaining the new marriage law 
that will go into effect at Easter. It 
will be read at all masses tomorrow. 

In the main, the decree prohibits 
civil marriages for Roman Catholics 
and declares unions in the church on 
and after April 19, invalid, if either 
the bride or the bridegroom is not a 
Roman Catholic. The following 
changes are made in the marriage 
legislation of the church:

Fourth—Those of the faith who are 
of marriageable age, or who may be 
contemplating marriage in the near 
future, should secure positive and cor- 
rect information as to the date and 
place of their baptism.

States and one territory or district. 

There are now at the home nearly 
one hundred orphans, boys and giris, 
every state in the territory indicated 
being represented on the roster made 
by Superintendent Sonn. The reports 
to be shown today will make it appar- 
ent that something like twenty thou- 
sand dollars will be required to cover 
the expenses for the coming year. The 
report of the superintendent will show 
a surplus in the local treasury, though 
that surplus may not be very large.

Sermon Sawed His Life. 


“That little sermon which the old 
man preached to me that hot afternoon 
while we were standing by the gate of 
the corral near the little shack of a 
house where he lived saved my life 
more than once,’ Captain Garrett said. 
“I remembered his words and many 
times when I met up with bad men and 
was at first disposed to draw my gun 
and have it out without parleying I 
thought of the advice given me by the 
old ranchman.

Captain Garrett was not given to re- 
citing reminiscences of his exciting 
career as peace officer in New Mexico 
and Texas and the incident of his ad- 
vent into ranch life which he related 
to a close personal friend here recently 
made an impression upon the latter and 
was vividly recalled when the news of 
his death was brought here. 

If Captain Garrett had succeeded tn 
being reappointed collector of customs 
at El Paso he would probably not have 
met with the untimely end which is 
now casting a gloom over his friends 
throughout the southwest. One act of 
indiscretion, or rather his jack of know]- 
edge of the proprieties or ethics of the 
occasion, caused Garrett to lose out in 
his application for reappointment ito 
that federal position. He first met 
President Roosevelt in 190!. The latter 
showed a strong admiration tor him, 
and appointed him collector of customs.

The fact that 
“Billy the Kid” was notorious through- 
out the country for his acts of lawless- 
ness and that he had a record of hav- 
ing killed more than twenty men, made 
Garrett's deed a notable one in the 
eyes of the public. That the latter 
showed an indomitable courage in en-

Captain Garrett was never known to 
boast of his daring exploits. He did 
not belong to the clase of indiscriminate 
“killers” who staged the southwest in 
the early days.

He had great powers of en- 
durance. and no trip was too-long or 
toc rough for him to undertake. He had 
a great liking for ranch life, and after 
his retirement from the office of col- 
lector of customs he located upon one 
of his ranches near ‘Las Cruces, where 
he spent much of his time.

Willie Grenfell first bloomed out as 
an athlete. He won all the running 
races and was the crack cricketer, 
but also found time to study, took 
scholarships and honors and passed on 
to Oxford university. He represented 
Oxford on the athletic fleld and in the 
boat races. On one day he won the 
three-mile running race against Cam- 
bridge, and the next day was of the 
eight-oared crew which rowed 
a dead heat in the memorable Oxford- 
Cambridge boat race. He has the re- 
markable record possessed by no other 
man, of having been at the same 
time president of the University Boat 
Club and president of the University 
Athletic Association. 

At Oxford he was also master of the 
“Drag Hunt” and succeeded Sir Rob- 
ert Harvey as master of the harriers, 
'which position King Edward occupied 
iwhen he was a student at the univer- 
sity. 

It is nearly thirty Years ago that he 
left the university and became a mem- 
ber of parliament. He rowed that 


big race in: which American teams 
have several times rowed. It was the 
first and only occasion in which a 
member of parliament has rowed in a 
public race. 

He was at this time the most noted 
oar in England and the unapproach- 
able champion punter. He made two 
wonderful records in rowing. One 
was to scull from Oxford to London 
within one day. To those who know 
the Thames and its innumerable locks, 
this feat will be appreciated. It was 
done in just twenty-two hours. The 
other feat was the stroking of an 
eight-oared out-rigged Clinker-built 
skiff across the channel from England 
to France. This was a far greater 
feat than the mere distance of twenty- 
two or so miles would indicate. Each 
man was provided with a jam pot and 
when a wave struck the boat the crew 
would use one hand and the jam pot 
to bail the water out. 

One day Willie Grenfell took a trip 
to Switzerland. He had never done 
any mountain climbing, yet astonished 
the Alpine Club by elimbing, within 
eight days, the Little Matterhorn, 
Monte Rosa, the Matterhorn, the Rot- 
horn and the Weisshorn. He ascended 
the Matterhorn three times, going up 
a different way eacn time. For this 
feat he was elected to the Alpine Club. 
He next tried the Himalayas and then 
the Rocky Mountains. In both places 
he went after big gaf™me and has many 
trophies of grizzlies to show for his 
American trips. 

Of course he has been in tight places 
and in great danger of losing hig life. 
I have already mentioned his narrow 
escape when lost in the United States. 
On another occasion, his first attempt 
to scull across the channel in an out- 
rigger, the frail boac quickly filled. 
Grenfell jumped, managed to turn the 
skiff over to save it from foundering 
and there hune on untill picked up. 

On another occasion tn the Himalayas 
he fell over a precipice and dangled 
for quite ten minutes on the end of a 
rope with a thousand feet sheer drop 
beneath him before being pulled back. 

In India, too, he has had narrow es- 
capes from tigers, but his worst ex- 
perience of this kind was when hunt- 
ing wild elephants. He wounded one 
big fellow who thereupon went mad 
and charged him. It was a veritable 
race for life. As he ran, dodging 
round huge trees. he managed to load 
his rifle and as a last resort had to 
trust to his good aim for his life. He 
was up against a dense jungle and 
had to face the brute. He let fiy his 
whole magazine. There was scarcely a 
yard to spare when one of the bullets 
reached a vital spot and over the,ele- 
phant crashed in a dying condition. 


His most thrilling race for life show- 
ever. was in the Soudan while he was 
war correspondent of The London Dally 
Telegraph. Lord Desborough had rid- 
den off with dispatches to a telegraph 
office after one of the big battles. He 
was within a mile of the British camp 
on his return that famous Sunday 
morninug that the Dervishes surprised 
the camp and stampeded the camels on 
to the British lines. 

Puarsaeed by Dervishes. 


A horde of Dervishes suddenly burst 
on Desborough from behind a bluff. 
In an instant his horse was galloping 
for the British lines. Bullets hailed 
around and down the horse went, shot 
dead. Desborough tore off his coat and 
accouterments. It was neck or noth- 
ing and he raced along on foot as he 
had never raced before. For half a 
mile he ran and, but for one Dervish on 
a fleet Arab. seemed to have won. The 
pursuer came quite close to him. Ap- 
parently it was al! up with Desbor- 
ough. But he didn't lose his nerve. 
Suddenly he stopped and dropped on 


caees knee.. The Dervish, unprepared for

The Desboroughs’ home, Taplow 
Court, is situated on a high bluff of the 
Thames within sight of Maidenhead 
and close to the famous Boulter’s 
Lock. It was owned by a former earl 
of Orkney. There is to be seen in the 
garden a massive stOne urn, a present 
from Queen Anne to Lord Orkney, who 
held high command and was chief lieu- 
tenant to the duke of Marlborough at 
the battle of Blenhetm., * 

Lord Desborough's grandfather 
bought the estate from Lord Orkney in 
1790. The mansion is of red brick with 
many high gabled roofs. There are 
extensive stables close by and a new 
motor-garage. There is also a big 
Eymnasium tn a building some dis- 
tance away and covered tennis courts, 
an indoor rifle range, boat houses with 
all manner of craft, a ruined church 
and churchyard witm ancient grave- 
stones and the remains of Viking and 
Roman encampments ali within the 
large grounds. The estate comprises 
3,200 acres. 

There are many treasures at Taplow 
Court, including the gold plate pre- 
sented by Queen Victoria to her prime 
minister, Lord Melbourne, who is one 
of Lady Desborough’'s ancestors. But 
the glory of the whole place centers in 
the huge hall. Here on massive, old- 
fashioned stands and tables and on the 
walls are placedithe trophies of Lord 
Desborough. But though the hall is 
of immense size there is not room

Little wonder that the Papers and pub- 
lic wax enthusiastic over the president 
of the Olympic games when they dis- 
cuss what he has achieved in his half- 
century of life.
